For a 
platitu de is not a lie; it is a tru th which, for the moment, has lost 
the power of tru thfu lness. 
He then goes on to tell u s how tru ths get into this state and 
what can be done to restore their first v igor. A tru th abou t which 
one does nothing loses its power. And in order to rev iv e it we need 
only to act u pon it. 
The whole body of Christian faith is in constant danger of sink ­ 
ing to the lev el of a platitu de. All seriou s thou ght, it has been said, 
is merely condu ct in su spense. If y ou find th at some one of the 
many articles of y ou r creed is losing its tru thfu lness for y ou , it is 
well to consider what its consequ ences in condu ct ou ght to be, and 
to act accordingly . To do the will is to conform one’s faith in the 
doctrine.. 
Pray er: Help u s, O Lord, to show forth ou r Christian faith not 
only with ou r lips, bu t in ou r liv es, and with ready zeal to perform 
th at which we hav e so boldly professed. Amen.

Further in­ 
crease in tree p roduction will re­ 
sult from the op eration of a 
nursery at the Wells county state 
game p reserve and forest. 
In addition to the ex p ansion of 
nursery areas, the Division of 
Forestry is p lacing more and 
more emp hasis on the p roduc­ 
tion of hardwood trees rather 
than the conifer sp ecies which 
were the chief outp ut for many 
y ears. Indiana was an imp ortant 
source of hardwood timber be­ 
fore the native forests were cut 
and an attem p t is being made to 
restore growths of the hardwood 
sp ecies. 
The unp recidented demand for 
trees this y ear has p ractically ex ­ 
hausted the available sup p ly of 
all sp ecies grown in the state 
nurseries.

A continu ed increase in ex -1 
ports of farm produ cts was re­ 
ported. Ex ports are ex pected to 
Increase more since the sig ning 
on March 7 of the reciprocal 
trade ag reement with Czecho­ 
slov akia. The importance of the 
British market \as an ou tlet for 
American farm produ cts also was 
emphasized. 
Possible short-time improv e­ 
ment in foreig n demand for 
United States wheat was indi­ 
cated, inasmu ch as shipments 
from Arg entina and Au stralia to 


importing cou ntries “probably 
reached their peak in late Feb­ 
ru ary .” Prices of all food g rains 
are ex pected “to continu e near 
the present lev el du ring the nex t 
monish or two,” bu t it was point­ 
ed ou t that the effect of weath­ 
er conditions on the g rowth of 
spring forag e crops and on the 
acreag e sown to food g rains will 
become an increasing ly impor­ 
tant price factor in the domestic 
g rain situ ation. The streng th in 
cotton prices in recent weeks was 
attribu ted to “dev elopments with 
respect to the su pply situ ation.” 
The Bu reau looks for some 
seasonal weakness in hog prices 
in late spring as marketing s in­ 
crease from the 1937 fall pig 
crop. Meanwhile, market su p­ 
plies of the better g rades of 
slau g hter cattle are ex pected to 
increase. General weakness in 
consu mer demand for meats is 
affecting prices of all liv estock 
— cattle, hog s, and lambs. 
Bu tter prices hav e been hold­ 
ing u p since Gov ernment pu r­ 
chases were started in mid-Feb­ 
ru ary , when prices for that time 
of y ear were the lowest since 
1934. Produ ction is ex pected to 
continu e larg er than a y ear ag o, 
at least u ntil the opening of the 
pastu re season.

LAUNDERING HINTS 
Preserv e g arments and hou se­ 
hold articles by lau ndering them 
frequ ently enou g h. 
It is not the clothes so mu ch 
as their u pkeep that marks an 
indiv idu al as being shabbily or 
well dressed. A v ery modest lim­ 
ited wardrobe can g iv e one an 
air ef t distinction, if ev ery piece 
is fresh. And what does not en­ 
joy the thrill of freshly lau n­ 
dered g arments? 
No 
matter 
how 
ex pensiv e 
clothes may be they lose all dis­ 
tinction if they are soiled, wrin­ 
kled and spotted. 
Washable g arments, dresses 
especially , are easiest to keep 
fresh. Select for them only color­ 
fast and non-shrinking mater­ 
ials. 
Pu t dresses 
u pon 
hang ers. 
Hang ing them u p after ironing 
or wearing will sav e pressing . 
Howev er press them when they 
need it. If y ou need more hang ­ 
ers than are at hand, make 
them of rolled newspapers or 
mag azines tied at each end and 
with center loops by which y ou 
can hang them. 
Do not hesitate to wash a 
washable g arment whenev er Bt 
needs it. Perspiration weakens 
most fabrics. Dirt also deterior­ 
ates fabrics rapidly . If y ou tu b 
carefu lly before it becames too 
soiled,, harsh washing will not be 
necessary . Nev er ru b soap on the 
fabric bu t make a heav y su ds 
of mild soap before pu tting the 
dress in. Try a scrap if y ou are 
in dou bt abou t the materials 
washing . 
.Remov e any stains while they 
are y et fresh if possible. Old 
stains are mu ch more difficu lt. 
Heat from pressing will set 
stains. Wash all chemical stain 
remov ers from the g arment im­ 
mediately . 
Do not soak colored g arments, 
ev en thou g h “color-fast,” for 
there is dang er of streaking . Te­ 
pid water is better for rinsing 
than cold. Rapid dry ing is desir­ 
able if there is any qu estion of 
fading .’Complete the washing as 
soon as possible and do not dry 
in the su n bitt in the shade 
where it is not windy enou g h to 
whip clothes badly .
